The following letter has been addressed 
by al] the Chambers of Commerce of 
Shanghai to the Consular Body. It sets 
out trenchantly the objections: to tha 
Chinese Trademark Law, the moat ob 
noxious features of which are appended.

Sin,—The Chambers whose, names ap- 
pear at the foot of this letter, being 
apprehensive of the consequences likely 
to'ensue from a recognition of the pro 
posed Chinese Trademark Law in its
